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Creating asense of intimacy and community 
are among the issues addressed at two very 
different scales in the BSA lecture series in 
March and April. 


We begin on March 20 with a delightful 
excursion into the design of small homes 
with renowned Connecticut architect and 
writer Duo Dickinson. Honored with numer- 
ous design awards. Dickinson's work (ex- 
ample above left) has appeared in every- 
thing from Better Homes & Gardens to the 
Canadian Wood Council Wood Handbook 
and the Catalogue of Contemporary De- 
sign. The author of four books including 
Adding On, The Small House, Common 
Walls/Private Homes, and Small Houses for 
the Next Century, Dickinson teaches at Yale 
and Roger Williams and writes regular col- 
umns for several national magazines. 
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Then on April 24, BSA President Lee Cott 
FAIA, Principal of Bruner/Cott & Associates 
in Cambridge, examines over 25 years of his 
firm's multi-family housing design in Boston 
and around New England. Bruner/Cott's 
range of work (example above right) in- 
cludes publicly funded housing, public/pri- 
vate partnerships, and non-profit CDC hous- 
ing as well as market-rate rental and condo- 
minium housing. Cott's firm has been among 
the leaders in housing design in the region 
and draws on his firm's work to address the 
large issues of multi-family housing design. 


Dickinson's presentation on March 20 and 
Cott's presentation on April 24 both begin 
with 5:30 pm receptions at the BAC, 320 
Newbury St., Boston. There is no charge for 
BSA members; non-members are welcome 
and pay $3 or may join the BSA at the door.

Can you listen... ? 





During the past year, particularly in the 
course of the BSA's Future Search efforts 
focusing on the future of the profession, one 
of the major categories we examined is 
“responsiveness to clients." In informal dis- 
cussions and workshops with clients de- 
signed to help us understand how to im- 
prove our client-related behavior, among 
the most commonly noted failings of 
architects is the inability to /isten. 


This same criticism appears regularly in 
calls to the BSA from small-project clients 
such as homeowners who call to ask how 
the BSA can help them communicate with 
their architect because, in the words of one 
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caller, "he never listens to me, he only listens 
to himself." 


If you think this criticism is a legitimate one 
and that it might even apply to you, you may

Marketing sustainable 
design 


An architect recently said to me, “We are 
committed to sustainable concepts and want 
to make all our projects sustainable. How do 
we get our clients on the bandwagon?” The 
answer varies as widely as the individuals 
themselves, for just as different clients have 
differing views on aesthetics, each has a 
different idea of the place of sustainable 
strategies in a project. 


Some clients have ideas about the relation- 
ship of their projects to the environment. 
Many have feelings about the environment 
but aren't aware how their project will affect 
the local ecosystem, the global environment 
or the local economy. An architect inter- 
ested in sustainable design has to be edu- 
cated in the environmental and social ef- 
fects of construction and has to present 
these effects to a client in a nonthreatening 
way. If you assume that your client is inter- 
ested in aesthetics, the bottom line and little 
else, your expectations are likely to be ful- 
filled. By articulating other options, however, 
you may discover a range of possibilities. 


Major elements of sustainable design are 
efficiency in the use of energy, water and 
other resources, an aesthetic that respects 
its context, durability, a strengthening of 
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community. None of these ideas is new or 
revolutionary. What is new is a willingness to 
integrate all of them in a process that allows 
for the health of the land, the individual and 
society 50 or 100 years from now. 


Good sustainable strategies provide a win- 
win situation for client, architect, society and 
the environment. Good examples of these 
are investments in energy efficiency that 
pay for themselves in a short period, im- 
provements in air quality resulting in in- 
creased workplace efficiency and lowered 
absenteeism, and a planned approach to 
the disposition of construction and demoli- 
tion waste, resulting in lower tip fees. 


Social issues affected by a project may be 
less readily apparent but can be illustrated 
with a little thought. A project that brings jobs 
to an economically distressed area is one 
obvious example. The provision of daycare 
or other services geared to working parents 
in an office development is another ex- 
ample. Provision for shopping within walking 
distance of a housing development is a way 
to cut down on vehicle trips. Transit-oriented 
developments, or TODs, and other aspects 
of development should be considered to 
strengthen community. Cohousing, the shar- 
ing of land, financing and other resources, is 
a smaller-scale alternative. 


On your first experience with any project 
type the tendency is to examine every part 
of the program, to study precedents, to 
perform your calculations with additional 
care and rigor. Later similar projects benefit 
from this early study, producing both quicker 
results and the opportunity to pursue more 
esoteric elements of design. Sustainable 
strategies are no different, requiring a little 
getting used to, but quickly becoming tools 
to be used in the appropriate situation. The 
constant is a process that incorporates ad- 
ditional filters in the stream of design. 


Architects are used to designing projects 
that fulfill the program well and that are 
delivered on schedule, within the client's 
budget. The basis of a sustainable project 
approach is the addition of environmental 
and social criteria to every stage of the 
decision-making process.

Hill in April 


Every architect in Massachusetts is urged to 
come to Boston on the morning of April 24 
for the first-ever Massachusetts architec- 
tural community legislative assembly. 


Learning from our colleagues in the engi- 
neering and other professions, it has be- 
come clear to us as architects that our 
traditional unwillingness to participate in the 
legislative process has cost us a great deal 
professionally and personally. Legislation 
that inhibits our practice, state regulations 
that make it hard for us to do public work 
profitably, and the general public lack of 
awareness of the role of architects in the 
building industry are among the realities that 
we must change if the profession is to flour- 
ish. 


Consequently, on the morning of April 24, 
Massachusetts architects will gather at the 
State House in Boston to meet with as many 
state legislators as possible. It is our hope 
that hundreds of Massachusetts architects 
will participate so that we are able to visit 
every state legislator in an hour or two. In 
those visits, we will be conveying to our 
representatives our position on a variety of 
building industry issues that affect us di- 
rectly. 


The morning begins with an informal panel 
discussion with legislative leaders on Bea- 
con Hill and members of our profession 
addressing the major legislative and regula- 
tory issues facing architects.

What have we learned 
so far ? 


The following is excerpted from a recent 
issue of West Virginia Architect. /t is an 
account of comments made by a real-estate 
developer when asked how he worked with 
architects. 


“First off, most architects are good for free 
financing. They'll start work without a re- 
tainer then they won't bill you for a few weeks 
after they do a month's work, then you can 
take another couple of months to pay them. 
If they start charging interest, | yell that it's 
an ‘unfair penalty’ and ‘you're robbing me' 
and they back off. 


"They'll give you free drawings, too. | tell 
some bright guys | want a proposal. | give 
them the survey and they'll give me a site 
plan and some planning ideas. Sometimes 
they'll do a whole set of preliminaries and it's 
free because it's just a proposal. | take the 
drawings to another architect and say: 'Here's 
my concept. See if you can improve on it and 
give me a proposal on the job.’ If you're good 
enough, you can do this all the way into 
construction drawings before you have to 
pay anybody."

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Are you seeking a profit ? 


The following is reprinted with permission 
from the Principal's Report. 


How can principals close the gap between 
what clients want and what they want to 
pay? The following nine clauses in client-A/ 
E contracts are often successful in closing 
fee gaps of tens of thousands of dollars, 
reports the newsletter PM: 

@ Let the client do some of the work, such as 
providing as-builts, measuring site dimen- 
sions, and providing photos and drawings. 
@ Suggest special reimbursables and treat 
normal expenses as reimbursables in the 
contract. For example, tell clients to get the 
limited liability insurance or charge rent for 
extra space or rented equipment needed to 
handle the job. 

@ Shorten the schedule and work overtime. 
Short schedule are more profitable because 
they discourage excess perfectionism. And 
if you're invoicing hourly, overtime provides 
higher salary rates. 

@ Get a retainer or full payment in advance, 
especially with a new client. Hold the money 
in an interest-bearing account until you send 
the last invoice. 

@ Shorten your billing cycle to improve cash 
flow. This is easier for clients to handle 
because each payment is lower. 

@ Simplify your billing if the client insists on 
a lower fee. Skip justification for every item 
in the invoice. Don't provide backup copies 
of invoices on reimbursables. 

@ Get guaranteed interest for late payments 
but allow the client to set the interest rate. 
@ Limit your liability to the net amount of your 
fee. 

@ Split the savings on underbid work. Have 
a third-party estimator price the job at the 
end of initial design. Ifthe job comes in under 
this figure, you get a split of the savings on 
the amount below estimate. If it's overbid, 
the client bears 100% of the liability.

It is the school project 
from Hell ! 





The Massachusetts Inspector General, Rob- 
ert Cerasoli, issued a June 1995 report titled 
"The Pollard Middle School Construction 
Project in Needham: A Management Re- 
view." The purpose of this report, according 
the Inspector General, was to explore and 
explain "the problems that contributed to 
excess costs and schedule delays" and to 
provide a detailed history of two large con- 
struction change-orders on the project and 
then to offer a series of recommendations 
for safe-guarding future projects from waste 
and delays. 


This sad story, in the words of a local con- 
struction attorney, is truly a description of "a 
project from Hell" beset by extraordinary 
difficulties from which all design profession- 
als and public officials can learn a great deal.

tracts. Rizzo and Jones expanded on the 
superb report provided in the last 
ChapterLetter by former ACEC President 
Stan Elkerton, P.E. (fora copy ofthe Elkerton 
article in the January/February 1996 
ChapterLetter, send a32¢ SASE to Elkerton, 
BSA, 52 Broad St., Boston 021209). A 
$100,000 public information campaign is 
planned for this year to implement the once- 
in-a-generation recommendations of the 
Massachusetts Taxpayers Foundation that 
would make the public building process in 
Massachusetts more efficient, more eco- 
nomical, and more profitable for the Com- 
monwealth and the design professions. To

@ BSA Board Member Ron Axelrod AIA, 
who also sits on the ACEC Board of Direc- 
tors, reported that he, Legislative Affairs 
Committee Chair Michael Hicks AIA, and 
Board Member George Bachrach have de- 
signed the first-ever "Architects on Beacon 
Hill" day to bring Massachusetts architects 
together with their elected state senators 
and representatives.

@ In late 1995, outgoing Board Member 
Jane Weinzapfel FAIA urged the new Board 
Members to take two significant steps: first, 
to attempt to find the financial sponsor or 
sponsors necessary to get the BSA 
ChapterLetter back on a monthly schedule;

BSA Architects Online. 


@ In January, | inaugurated a new honors/ 
awards/recognition program designed to 
underscore the broadening of our profes- 
sion and its implications for all of us. This 
program will recognize the work of archi- 
tects beyond the traditional boundaries of an 
architecture firm. See next column for de- 
tails on this new effort that requires your 
advice. 


@ The Board noted with satisfaction and 
admiration the extraordinary level of public 
support and media coverage received in 
recent months for "the urban ring" idea 
promulgated two years ago by David Lee 
FAIA and his BSA Infrastructure Forum.

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New recognition program 
expands typical view 
of our profession 


Among the things we have learned in the 
past two years as our Future Search work- 
ing groups have been exploring the future of 
the architectural profession is that the defi- 
nition of the profession, of the word “archi- 
tect," has expanded greatly. No longer do 
most of us view ourselves as people who 
primarily or only design buildings; rather, to 
be an architect is to use all of the design and 
problem-solving skills that we have devel- 
oped over the years in a broad variety of 
contexts. 


For example, are there any of us who doubt 
that construction managers and developers 
and contractors and engineers and public 
Officials working in the building industry and 
building commissioners and codes special- 
ists and architectural critics and many other 
professionals who once might have been 
perceived as outside the profession but 
clearly are practicing architecture in impor- 
tant and legitimate ways ? 


We believe that the profession is expanding 
and that our culture benefits from that ex- 
pansion just as we do as individual profes- 
sionals. To underscore for the profession 
and the public that architects and architec- 
tural skills have wide cultural application and 
are not restricted to building design and 
similar traditional roles, the BSA is experi- 
menting this year with a new awards or 
recognition program. The intent is to identify 
and recognize architects who are working in 
non-traditional roles and thus enhancing the 
public's and clients’ perceptions of appropri- 
ate roles for architects, the breadth of archi- 
tectural services available, and the reality 
that professionals trained as architects can 
provide services and assume roles far be- 
yond those generally imagined. 


With your help, we hope to identify archi- 
tects in Massachusetts who are already 
using their design talents and skills outside 
traditional architectural roles. We urge 
ChapterLetter readers to drop me a note at 
the BSA or fax your suggestions of individu- 
als you know who may fit this description;our 
fax number is 617-951-0845.

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What happened to P/A 


"It is with a deep sense of personal regret 
that we are announcing the closing of Pro- 
gressive Architecture magazine after 75 
continuous years of publishing." That was 
the first line of a letter released in early 
January of this year by P/A's publisher. In 
ensuing weeks and months, several expla- 
nations have been offered about the demise 
of the magazine. Most seem to think the 
publishers of Architecture, formerly the jour- 
nal of the AIA, purchased P/A in order to 
expand its own mailing list and eliminate 
some competition. Others believe, as P/A's 
publisher said, that "the U.S. architectural 
' market place can no 
longer support three 
publications." The fol- 
lowing is one more 
viewpoint, this one 
from Michael Crosbie 
AIA (left), a BSA 
member and long- 
' time Senior Editor at 
( P/A. 





By the time you read this, you will have 
probably heard that Progressive Architec- 
ture is no more. The 76-year-old magazine 
was purchased from Penton Publishing by 
BPI Communications (owners of Architec- 
ture magazine), which shut it down. No one 
on P/A's staff was offered a position at 
Architecture. 


All of this was precipitated by BPI's recent 
loss of a renewed contract with the AIA to be 
the AIA's official publication. Architectural 
Record has paid for that honor and AIA 
members now will receive Record as a part 
oftheir membership beginning in 1997. Faced 
with the loss of its captive AIA subscribers, 
Architecture moved to acquire a list ready- 
made. Penton was willing to sell P/A to BPI, 
convinced that the whole of the United States 
could support no more than two architec- 
tural trade magazines (while abroad, archi- 
tects in countries the size of Minnesota 
support a half-dozen journals or more). 


This is an absurd state of affairs when you 
consider the information needs of today's 
architectural profession. It may say more 
about the quality of the publication than the 
demands of the market. The irony is that P/ 
A was beginning to turn a profit at the end of 
1995. The magazine was entering the new 
year in good financial shape and already had 
made its advertising budget on advance ad 
sales for 1996; P/A did not go out of busi- 
ness. The reaction of readers to P/A's shut- 
down revealed the impact the magazine had 
made in the two years of its new editorial 
direction. P/A's editors received scores of 
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phone calls and faxes from readers around 
the world expressing distress at the loss. 
Most surprising was the nearly unanimous 
anger. Several callers said they would can- 
cel their subscriptions, which otherwise will 
revert to Architecture. 


For architects, what happened to P/A is 
more troubling than simply the loss of a 
respected journal that was shaking up the 
architectural world. The disappearance of 
P/A and the shuttling of the AIA journal 
moniker between magazines are symptoms 
of a profession no longer in control of its 
primary sources of information. And the 
profession that has lost such control no 
longer commands the very thing that distin- 
guishes it as a profession: privileged knowl- 
edge shared among professionals. When 
architectural journals can be shut down at 
the whim of publishing executives it is clear 
that the profession's information sources 
are being controlled by people of question- 
able loyalty to architects. How can the pro- 
fession flourish under these conditions ? 


This may mark a turning point in the 
profession's history. If a journal that enjoyed 
widespread support from architects can dis- 
appear without warning, if architects do not 
secure reliable outlets of information, if ar- 
chitects can not depend on commercial pub- 
lishing companies to supply them, then the 
profession may well atrophy. At a time when 
professional knowledge has never been more 
critical for architects to prosper, it's time for 
us to invent new information sources con- 
trolled by those who have the best interests 
of the profession as their priority.

What are we telling 
Congress ? 


Each year in January the national office of 
the AIA seeks to identify several key legisla- 
tive issues that require architects' (and there- 
fore the AIA's) attention. The federal legisla- 
tion that has attracted architects' attention at 
the federal level this year include these: 

@ The Commercial Revitalization Tax Credit 
Act of 1995 (strongly endorsed by the AIA 
because it would reduce the cost of con- 
struction, rehabilitation, or expansion of busi- 
nesses in targeted economic zones) 

@ Tort Reform (generally supported by the 
AIA because it caps punitive damages and 
eliminates joint and several liability for non- 
economic damages) 

@ Brooks Architects/Engineers Act (strongly 
endorsed by the AIA as a critical measure 
that ensures that design professionals se- 
lected for federal government projects are 
chosen on the basis of qualifications and 
competence rather than fee bids) 

@ Historic Preservation (the AIA strongly 
supports continued federal funding of the 
Advisory Council on Historic Preservation to 
ensure the protection of historic buildings 
through an orderly review process of federal 
actions that may affect historic property; the 
Council also provides local and state gov- 
ernments a voice in federal decisions that 
affect local communities) 

@ Procurement Reform (the AIA is seeking 
legislation to improve project-delivery sys- 
tems, especially design/build, at the federal 
level) 

@Surface Transportation (the AIA strongly 
advocates a progressive transportation policy 
consistent with the goals of ISTEA, which 
the AIA believes is the closest thing the 
federal government has to a national urban 
policy) 

@ Private Property Rights - "Takings" (the 
AlAhas expressed significant concerns about 
private property rights legislation now be- 
fore Congress) 

@ Disaster Relief and Emergency Assis- 
tance Act (the AIA supports this bill as the 
basis of a good framework for encouraging 
mitigation of disaster risk by promoting adop- 
tion in every state of the latest codes, effec- 
tive state disaster mitigation planning, and a 
mitigation fund for states) 


These issues were addressed by over 700 
AIA chapter leaders in the U.S. when they 
gathered in late January in Washington to 
visit Members of Congress. For more infor- 
mation on these issues and other national 
legislative activity, call 202-626-7403.

Are your projects 
profitable ? 


In a recent article in West Virginia Architect, 
Texas management consultant Steve 
Wintner AIA offered this list of "Top Ten 
Project Administration Problems": 

@ Too many decision-makers 

@ Inadequate/untimely/inaccurate project- 
management report data 

@ |Inadequate/incompetent support staff 
@ Principal-in-charge operates outside of 
the fee budget and uses more than allocated 
@ Design phases use more hours/fees than 
budgeted 

@ Project Manager is given all the responsi- 
bility but not enough authority to make the 
day-to-day decisions affecting project deliv- 
ery 

@ Contract terms/schedules are established 
by others without input from the Project 
Manager 

Budgeted hours are set by others without 
input from Project Manager and are often 
unrealistic 

@ Project Manager is not assigned to the 
project early enough 

@ Poor internal/external team communica- 
tions 


The remedy to all of these problems, Wintner 
writes, is to get the key people involved 
early, to make sure everyone understands 
precisely how the project is scheduled and 
budgeted and where the responsibilities lie, 
spend a lot of time ensuring accurate, timely 
communication internally and externally, and 
hire good project managers and support 
staff and let them/make them do their jobs.

What if your design 
exceeds the budget ? 


The following is excerpted from recent is- 
sues of the PlanNH newsletter. 


The following is a sample test question from 
a past Architectural Registration Exam: 
"What is the architect's best course of ac- 
tion when he/she learns that the budget for 
a project is insufficient. This occurs during 
the schematic-design phase." Possible an- 
swers are: (a) Decrease the quality of the 
materials and systems of the building; (b) 
Decrease the scope of the project; (c) 
Present the situation to the owner and the 
lender and stop working on the project until 
they resolve the dilemma; or, (d) Go over 
the program with the owner to decide where 
costs should be saved. 


The correct answer, according to the exam, 
is (d), that is, that the architect should 
review the program with the owner. The 
other options should be made by the owner 
with the help of the architect. The architect 
should never act alone as in choices (a) and 
(b) and the owner and lender should act in 
conjunction with the architect as well. Con- 
sequently, option (c) also was incorrect.
